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We respectfully submit to the school district of Peterboro 
our annual report together with the reports of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools, the Supervisor of Music, the Supervisor of 
Drawing, and the Principal of the High School. 

The form of report adopted last year has been adhered to. 
According to the revised statutes of the last session of the leg- 
islature, Chapter 88, Section 2, the school board is required to 
state in its annual report the necessary amount for school 
books and supplies, and for flags and flag-poles. 

We estimate that the sum of $650 will be needed for books 
and supplies. There being a balance of $31.44 from last 
year’s appropriation for flags and flag-poles we estimate that 
no appropriation will be needed this year. 

We are pleased to say that the schools have been exception- 
ally free from epidemic diseases ; and the continuance of good 
health with an efficient corps of teachers has, we believe, been 
conducive to a successful school year. 

The resignation of Mr. Frank C. Johnson as superintendent 
of schools early in the fall necessitated the selection of a new 
superintendent. Mr. Frederick L. Kendall of Chelmsford, 
Mass., was elected to succeed Mr. Johnson. Miss Helen M. 
Daggett and Miss Emeline O. Mendum were elected supervisor 
of music and drawing respectively in place of Mr. Clayton EF. 
Hotchkiss and Miss Sadie M. Reed resigned. 

By suggestion of Mr. Johnson in the last weeks of the spring 
term a school exhibit was held in the town hall, conducted by 
the teachers. The parents and citizens had an opportunity to 
see collectively a part of the daily work done in our schools. 
This perhaps gave a better idea of the general work than could 
be had by a short visit to the school-room itself. 

The school board has met the first Friday of each month at 
the office at the center school building to transact business 
coming before the Board. 

This has given all interested an opportunity to meet the 
board, and it is hoped the citizens will bear this in mind and 
assist the Board by presenting all business at said meetings. 

We desire to acknowledge at this time the gifts to the East 
School, formerly district No. 5, and to congratulate the people 
of Peterboro upon the worthy and patriotic organizations in this 
and the Happy Valley districts where former pupils and resi- 
dents gather in reunion and identify themselves with the in- 
terests of the pupils of today.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD: 


I respectfully submit the following report concerning the 
schools of Peterboro: 


As I have been connected with the schools of this town 
only since the first of November, this report must necessarily 
deal largely with existing conditions, rather than with what has 
been done during the past year. It may also contain some 
tentative suggestions regarding the future. 

My first impressions of the schools of Peterboro, gained 
upon my introductory visits, were very favorable. The organi- 
zation of the school system, the generous supply of material 
for carrying on the work, and the fersonne/ of the teaching. 
force, were beyond what I expected to find. This does not 
mean, however, that the condition of the schools is such that 
there is no chance for improvement, nor does it mean that there 
should be any relaxation of effort in the attempt to bring them 
up to the highest point of efficiency that is possible under 
existing conditions. 

The most essential part of any school system is its teaching 
force. Given a corps of strong teachers, well equipped for 
their work, and they will secure results that are commendable 
even if they have to work in buildings poorly adapted to the 
purposes of education, and even if they have to use books that 
are antiquated, torn, dirty, and partially out of their bindings. 
But the teacher will get far better results if the conditions 
under which she labors are such as to contribute to order, 
cleanliness, healthfulness, and the cultivation of an appreciation 
for the beautiful. But no matter how well equipped a school 
may be with material things, it still remains true that the 
teacher has to deal with children of various temperaments, who 
come from all kinds of homes, and who possess widely varying 
degrees of ability to see and comprehend the truths in the 
subject matter of instruction that is presented to them. In- 
finite tact, patience, and perseverance must be hers if she 
would succeed in her chosen line of work, and those who show 
especial fitness for the work should receive ample renumeration. 
Unless they do, the temptations to enter other fields, where 
responsibilities are less and financial rewards are equal or 
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greater, are so numerous that there is danger that the quality 
of the teaching force will deteriorate if the financial reward is 
not made sufficient to meet the demands of the times. 


As I have already intimated, the teacher needs abundance of 
material with which to work and comfortable surroundings. 
My observation thus far leads me to believe that the former has 
been well supplied, and that as far as the large building is 
concerned, the conditions of heat and ventilation are quite 
satisfactory ; although double windows on the more exposed 
sides of the building would be an improvement. In the school- 
houses that have to depend upon a wood stove for heat, it is 
extremely difficult to keep the room at an even temperature, 
and also to keep it well ventilated. Jacketed stoves and window 

boards help, but it must be confessed that they do not solve the 
problem completely. In spite of the best efforts, there will be 
a wide range of temperature in the room, and drafts of cold 
air are almost sure to blow on some one if the air is kept as 
pure as it should be. The result is colds, and colds prevent 
the doing of the best work. They may, also, develop into 
something more serious. When that occurs, the value of good 
health becomes very apparent. 


The examination of ears, eyes, and teeth by one who is com- 
petent to judge concerning their condition is a move in the 
right direction. Unsuspected cases are by this means often 
detected, and the sufferers relieved if proper attention is given 
to the one who is afflicted. The schools do not yet attempt to 
provide remedies or medical care. That is the duty of the 
parents. The time may come, however, when physicians will 
be employed by the government at a stated salary to preserve 
the health of the people, or by families in the same way to 
care for the health of its individual members. This plan has 
some advantages that may be worth considering. Should it 
ever be adopted, we should expect children to be in better 
physical condition to perform the tasks of the school. 


What the work of the school shall be is a much mooted 
question. There is a growing belief that something more 
should be done than to teach simply reading, writing, arith- 
metic, and such other subjects as may be placed in the category 
of book learning: The child should be taught to use his 
hands, so that he may express his thoughts in other ways than 
by words. With this as one of the ends in view, drawing, 
manual training, and other kindred subjects have been intro- 
duced into the curriculum in many places. At the present 
time, we hear much about vocational training, but just what 
form it will take is a problem that is awaiting solution. Prob- 
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ably the nature of the work will be determined largely by the 
kind of industry that flourishes in the community where the 
school is located. : 

Instruction in design and the application of design to 
articles made of brass, mechanical drawing, and typewriting, 
are the beginnings of this kind of work in the schools of 
Peterboro, and it is my belief that more opportunities along the 
line of the immediately useful, as distinguished from the 
cultural, should be provided for those whose school days are 
likely to end at or even before the time for high school gradua- 
tion. Therefore, I would recommend that the courses of study 
should be so planned each year that an increasing amount of 
attention would be given to this phase of education. 

I would also recommend the adoption of some particular 
method of teaching reading in the primary grades, in order 
that there may be more definiteness and greater uniformity in 
the teaching of that important subject. 

Some new text books will need to be bought during the 
coming year if the teachers and pupils are to be well equipped 
with tools for their work. | 

In closing this report, I wish to assure those with whom my 
work has brought me in contact that I have fully appreciated 
their numerous courtesies.

To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


When I took charge of the music in the schools in Peter- 
boro last September I found the work in excellent condition— 
a very good example of what may be accomplished by the 
Weaver system properly taught. Our “system” can always 
uphold its claims. It has been my aim to keep up to the stand- 
ard already set. This year for the first time music has been 
taught in the First Grade, and these little pupils are doing good 
work. Grades I, II, III, IV, VIII, and IX are already up to 
the prescribed course of study, and by the end of the school 
year we hope to have the remaining grades doing the work prop- 
erly belonging to them. 

Much importance is laid upon the individual work, for the 
true test lies in what each one can do. By carrying out this 
individual work in a systematic manner we are striving to form 
habits of independence, concentration, accuracy, mental alert- 
ness and self-control. 
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The outside schools are all doing good work. The problem 
in these schools is somewhat more difficult to solve. So many 
classes have to be heard each day that music does not always 
receive time enough. 

A supervisor cannot do all the work alone. There must be 
co-operation on the part of the grade teachers, for to them falls 
the drill work every day. Owing to their faithful daily work 
the music is constantly improving, and I wish to thank all con- 
nected with my work for their interest and courtesy.

Mr. KENDALL, Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear S1rR:— On beginning my work as teacher of drawing 
here, I found the children interested in drawing, and well 
trained, as far as a year’s work could make them. It remained 
for me only to go on with the work so well started. 


I have tried to introduce more or less manual training into 
the course, all through the grades. The children in the first 
two or three grades have had such constructive work as making 
boxes, houses, sleds, etc., by paper folding, and have done free 
hand paper cutting. 

The Christmas work in nearly all the grades was devoted to 
constructive work and gift making. I found the children in all 
the grades had to be taught to measure, and the making of ac- 
tual things, even of paper, as baskets, port-folios, candy trays, 
showed the child the need of accuracy. In the eighth and 
ninth grades we made original designs and worked them out 
in brass. 

In addition to the regular nature work we drew trees, and 
each grade has drawn one or two landscapes in color. The 
child was first called upon to observe a particular aspect of na- 
ture as the trees in autumn coloring, or a twilight effect; and 
in another lesson expressed his impression of it by drawing 
from memory. The aim is to lead to a better appreciation 
of nature, and also of pictures of the landscape artists. 

Object drawing and the drawing of life and action, in the 
lower grades, is the subject for January and February. 

Some lessons are for close observation, correct proportion 
and perspective ; others for drawing easily to express an idea 
or tell a story. 
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In the’ High school the half hour period seemed very short 
for dealing with such a large class and a subject so new to all. 
The work is now mechanical drawing. In the fall, after some 
nature work in pencil, we took up lettering; then the planning 
of a “design” for a cover of the school report, a problem 
suggested by our former superintendent. 

Several covers of reports are the result of students’ plan- 
ning—the spacing of the printed page, size of type, etc. An 
authority, Batchelder, in his book, “ Principles of Design,”’ 
says: ‘‘ Few workers have such constant hourly opportunity 
for the application of the judgment and taste that is devel- 
oped by an artistic training as the printer.” The problem 
seemed a good one to me, for the High School. Since the first 
of December our subject has been “Working Drawings.” 

My work of teaching drawing here has been made very pleas- 
ant by the interest of the pupils and the kind co-operation of 
the teachers.

Professional men, lawyers, doctors, teachers, ministers, etc., 7. 

12 out of 82, or about 15 percent., have gone to business 
colleges or are doing clerical work without training. 

20 out of 82, or about 25 per cent., have entered higher 
institutions of learning which are here taken to mean normal 
schools, veterinary colleges, and regular colleges, but not busi- 
ness colleges. 

The table is interesting because it bears on the matter of 
vocational training. Instruction in clerical work helps a boy 
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earn his bread and butter in a much surer way than the regular 
high school college preparatory course. Peterboro High 
School is large enough to admit of both the broader college 
course and a good instruction in business practice. The 
table shows that an ever increasing number of high school 
students are entering clerical work, To this end the business 
course in the high school should be further strengthened and 
enlarged without detracting from the present course which fits 
for college. 

The spirit of the school is good and the scholars are wide 
awake in taking advantage of the luxuries of the modern 
public school equipment. The debating society has been 
revived and is making keener minds and deeper logic for the 
students. A glee club composed of some of the high school 
girls is receiving instruction from the singing teacher every 
Monday night after school in addition to the regular weekly 
singing period. The school board has recently purchased a 
new typewriter for use in the business course in the senior 
class. ‘The assistant teachers are efficient and co-operative 
and the school in general is in a flourishing condition.

The town electric light plant now has in operation 3,600 
light units of 16 candle power, three arc lights and one motor. 
In addition to this it furnishes the town (free of cost) some- 
thing over 160, 25 candle power street lights. Of the 3,600 ' 
lights above referred to, 185 are in the town hall, 30 in the 
library, 30 in the school, six in the engine house, and several 
in the G. A. R. hall, making a total of something over 250 
additional lights which the plant furnishes the town without 
receiving credit. The town has in operation 165 meters. 

The total amount of commercial lighting done up to Feb. 1, 
190g, amounts to $4,704.51 all of which has been collected. 
In addition to this sum $400 from the item of’ $636.67 entitled 
stock sold and work done, is profit to the town, representing 
the value of the labor furnished private individuals by our 
supérintendent and his assistant. In this as in the rest of his 
work, our superintendent has shown an efficient and earnest 
desire to serve the town faithfully. 

The stock in trade and tools belonging to the plant have 
been valued at $1,346. Our unpaid bills amount to $92.33. 
The balance in the bank is $147.03, showing a net surplus 
after paying all expenses of $54.70. 

It has been necessary to run mostly by steam for one 
hundred and twenty-five nights, at a cost of $757.06 for fuel. 

The plant has been operated this year with the greatest 
possible economy for the purpose of keeping the expenditures 
within the earnings of the plant. ‘There are, however, certain 
improvements which it will be essential to make during the 
coming year. Among these are the replacement of many 
poles which have become so weakened by decay that they may 
at any time be the cause of serious accident. There are some 
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12,000 feet of wire on which the insulation is worn out, which 
should be replaced. Such repairs to the plant and lines as 
will be absolutely necessary during the coming year will cost in 
the neighborhood of $1,000.
